A cubit is a linear unit derived 


from 
the 
length of the forearm. 


The natural cubit used for measur- 
ing cloth probably originally 
the 


length from the t-ud of the thumb 
nail to the elbow, though no cubit 
so short is known. 
This measure 


was employed in the construction of 
the Pyramids of Gizeh, perhaps 3500 
B. C. From a number of Ksyptian 
measuring sticks found in the tombs 
this cubit Is ascertained to be equal 
to 20.64 English inches, or 524 mil- 
limeters.

Plans for the construction of a municipal golf course on the 


244% acres of land on the old Vargas ranch will be rushed now that 
purchase' of the land has been assured by the city council, Jay B. 
Nash, head of the Oakland Recreation Department, and Frank E. 
McGurrin, chairman of the general investigating committee ap- 
pointed by the Mayor, announced today. Already various engineers 
and architects have inspected the site so as to get a general idea of 
the problems confronting the golf architect in the building of the 
course.

The city holds an option on the property until October 15. 


For many years, business men of 


the city, and golf enthuMasts. re- 
alizing the value of

course to a city, have worked to fill 
that need for the city of Oakland, 
but always opposition of the city 
officials was encountered.

The site for the golf course will be Uie 2141/2 


acres known as the Vargas ranch, just to 1hc 
north and overlooking Lake Chabot.

count imagine- they're clean. 


They are like the folk who blacken 


the toes of their shoes and forget the 
heels. 


It is commendable, of course, to 


take pride In clean hands..'But -wash- 
Ing the hands is only the beginning 
of cleanliness. Unless the face and 
ail the rest of the body are frequently 
scrubbed, there cannot 
be 
good 
health. 


I haven't a -word to say about the 


use of a little rouge and a decent 
amount of pure powder. But I do 
believe that if the stuff had never 
been invented, there would be an in- 
creased incentive to live the sort of 
life which gives natural glow- and 
coloring. 


Assuming that it is permissible to 


employ these cosmetics during the 
day, I am here to say that any girl 
who goes to bed without thoroughly 
cleansing her skin and removing 
every vestige of paint and powder is 
not clean. 


To be healthy and to insure long 


life, every man, woman and child 
must take a clean body to a clean bed 
in a clean room, with clean air to 
breathe. 


No body is clean whose nostrils are 


filled with dust and whose fingernails 
are lined with dirt. 


Our outer garments pick up filth 


and germs. Cultivate the habit of 
cleaning your body of all impurities 
before you say your prayers.
